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Beach Balance will offer free 
personality assessments for three days.

Gym-goers’ true colors will soon be 
revealed in the front lobby of the Stu- 
dent Recreation and Wellness Center 
through a personality test assessed by 
the Beach Balance office. 

The True Colors Personality As- 
sessment will be offered on Feb. 25 
through Feb. 28 in the front lobby of 
the SRWC, where-Beach Balance will 
utilize iPads to conduct the tests for 
free. After testing students for three 
days, the test results will be available 


on the SRWC website. 

Sean Del Rossi, associate director of 
Beach Balance, said that although the 
personality testing will be offered for a 
limited time, Beach Balance may offer 
it as a permanent free service if enough 
interest is shown. 


The True Colors Personality Assess- 


ment was used during Associated Stu- 
dents Inc. student government train- 
ing, according to Del Rossi. 

“It’s a good assessment of how people 
like to work,” Del Rossi said. “The last 
thing we would want is to have is four 
quarterbacks and no offensive players.” 

The tests are conducted through a 
series of questions that gauge charac- 
teristics and ethics of each individual

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and focus ’on social tendencies, accord- 
ing to Paul Leaf, a graduate student who , 
works in the Beach Balance office. 

Each characteristic gives the tested 
student a certain amount of points, 
totaling to a number that corresponds 
with the individual’s “true color,” may 
it be orange, green, blue or gold, ac- 
cording to Leaf. The test can find a 
student to have one of four personality 
types: spontaneous, conceptual, com- 
passionate or responsible. 

Del Rossi said that the personal- 
ity assessments are meant to be basic 
and situational in order to determine 
how a group of people will interact

City of Long Beach introduces email alert system 


Citizens can sign up 
for email alerts about 
meetings and past 
legislation.

The City of Long Beach has 
launched a new feature of its website, 
creating: an email alert system that 
allows residents to learn more about 
issues that relate exclusively to them. 
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According to a tutorial video on 
the city’s website, citizens can cre- 
ate an account that allows them to 
receive alerts about topics or past 
legislation they are interested in. 

“There was always a desire to 
have [an alert] system,” Matthew 

Ceballos, a Long Beach City clerk as- 
sistant, said. ~ - : 

According to Ceballos, the idea to 
have an email alert system originated 
in 2011. Proponents of the project in- 
cluded the Long Beach City Council 
and Vice Mayor Robert Garcia, ac- 
cording to Ceballos. 

Ceballos said Long Beach had tried 
creating an alert system in the past, 


but it “didn’t come through.” 

The exact number of citizens using 
this new system is unclear, Ceballos said. 

Freshman music education major 
Tim Cummins said such an alert sys- 
tem might entice him to pay more at- 
tention to local politics. 

“If there was an. issue being dis- 
cussed that I believed to be relevant, 
then I would ... be more likely to go,” 
Cummins said. “I ... would never have 
even known when the [City Council] 
meetings were happening.” 

Freshman business major Nicho- 
las Vermillion. agreed and said that 
an email alert system would create a 
greater sense of community. 


“T think it is a good idea,” Vermil- 
lion said, “especially now ... bécause 
there is a new feeling of people want- 
ing to be more involved ... [in] their 
community.” 

For citizens who are interested in 
reviewing past events of the Long 
Beach City “Council, records like 
meeting details, agendas and videos 
are available on the City of Long 
Beach’s website. By navigating the 
website, residents can learn more 
about meetings on subjects like the 
budget oversight and public safety 
committees. ; 

According to Ceballos, response to 
the new system has been positive.

The hydrogen car, a vehicle powered 
by the most abundant element in the 
world, is cruising its way to Cal State 
Long Beach. 

Conservation Commissioner Al- 
ben Phung and Assistant Conserva- 
tion Commissioner Fernando Dehonor 
came up with the idea to bring the 
hydrogen car to campus for the Green 
Technology Expo this spring. Dehonor 
said they were trying to think of some- 
thing that would be new and different 
for the students at the university. 

. “Being a proponent of hydrogen 
fuel, I believe this will be a great time 
to show people what technologies are 
in existence that can help save our fu- 
ture from the problems of fossil fuels,” 


- Dehonor said. 


The hydrogen car fuses oxygen and 
hydrogen together to create electricity, 
according to Phung. He said one of 
‘the most interesting aspects of the car 
is that emissions make up the simple 
by-product of hydrogen and oxygen — 
purified water. : 

The hydrogen car will be on campus 
on April 29 as part of a Green Tech- 
nology Expo in the University Student 
Union. The car will be parked outside 
the USU, near the pathway where 
Smorgasport is held annually. 

Phung said the conservation com- 
missioners are trying to feature a va- 
riety of new, different technologies in 
hopes that students can learn some- 
thing new and possibly be inspired by

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CSUN graduate students advocate for, help draft new legislation 


Senate Bill 61 can 
limit the use of 
solitary confinement 
on juveniles.

Five Cal State Northridge graduate 
students are one step closer to making a 
difference for minors spending time in 
solitary confinement. 


As part of CSUN professor Jose © 
Paez’s advanced policy class, graduate - 


students Amy Plaster, Katie Cianci, Ja- 
mie Biggs, Sandra Sharma and Kevin 
Trout compiled and presented informa- 
tion that led to the introduction of SB 
61 by Sen. Leland Yee (D-San Francis- 
co), a bill that would reduce the amount 
of time youths could spend in solitary 
confinement while in a juvenile deten- 
tion facility. 

“Any major task starts with a major 
idea,” Paez said. “I had-my reserva- 
tions, but when I met these students I 
knew that they were capable of great 
things.” 

All five students advocated the re- 
vision of Senate Bill 1363, legislation 
introduced by Yee in February 2012. 
The bill, which Trout said fell two votes 
short of the amount needed to move on 
to the next stage of voting, sought the 


same measures found in SB 61. 

Cianci said that when the student 
group began research, several infor- 
mation sources were found citing the 
ineffectiveness. of solitary confinement 
_for minors and detrimental effects on 


youths, including statistics that show 
recidivism rates in youths have de- 
creased in states that don’t use solitary 
confinement and the several state laws 
that have banned the practice. 

The findings were sent to Yee, who

used it in his arguments that may help 
the efforts in passing SB 61. 

The objective of the CSUN graduate 
students’ project was to resurrect SB 
1363 and introduce it as SB 61, one that 
Cianci said uses therapeutic technique 


for minors and incorporates individual 
counseling, therapy and education in 
place of solitary confinement. 

There were a“variety of topics to 
choose from for their class project, but 
according to Paez, the group felt very 
strongly about pursuing the issue of 
solitary confinement. 

“I am proud and privileged to bear 
witness to their success,” Paez said. 

- The group also set up a petition on 
change.org, so every time they ob- 
tained a supportive signature, an email 
would be sent to Yee’s office. 

“T never-thought I could make a dif- 
ference on a large scale,” Cianci said. 
“It’s very empowering.” 

Cianci, whose younger brother was 
subjected to solitary confinement 
when he was 16 years old, proposed 
the idea of pursuing the issue of soli- 
tary confinement to the group, Trout 
said. 

Cianci said her brother told her he 

’ experienced hallucinations while in 
solitary confinement as a teenager. 

He also had a history of head trauma 
and was in greater risk of experienc- 
ing adverse effects. Her brother ,was 
also diagnosed with bipolar disorder, 

- an illness with symptoms that Cianci 
said could be exacerbated by solitary 
confinement. 

Trout said even if SB 61 passes 
through the Senate, it must survive 
several committees and pass in the 
Assembly before reaching Gov. Jerry 
Brown, who has the power to veto the 
bill.

Dehonor and Phung said they 
think students will be interested in 
seeing the car. 

“Most people don’t even know that 
the hydrogen car exists,” Dehonor 
said. “People are still understanding 
and accepting the hybrid car, but I 
think once people understand the hy- 
drogen car, they will be more willing 


to adopt it.” 

Most hydrogen cars are not yet 
available for sale; however, the going 
rate would be $300,000 if they were 
for sale, according to Phung. 

For California residents, there is 
one hydrogen car available for lease, 
the Honda FCX at $600 per month. 
Fueling’ stations, however, are few 
and far between, with only six of the 
state’s 26 fueling stations open to the 
public, according to the CNET web- 
Site.

The chase to capture Dorner 
ended with a fatal gun battle fol- 
lowed by a fire in Big Bear, Calif., 
an ending only Hollywood could 
have written. 

After taking his own life in the 
burning cabin, Dorner had already 
taken the lives of four other people 
supposedly. An ex-Los Angeles 
Police Department officer, Dorner 
was seeking revenge against the 
LAPD for his firing in 2009, ac- 
cording to a manifesto he posted on 
his Facebook page. 

Two of the victims were police 
officers not from the LAPD. The 
other two were Cal State Long 
Beach alumna Monica Quan and 
her fiancé, Keith Lawrence. 

Quan was allegedly gunned 
down by Dorner because her father, 
Randall Quan, was Dorner’s for- 
mer counsel. 

By now, everybody knows 


the story and everyone has probably read or heard of pieces from 
Dorner’s manifesto.

Have you ever heard a professor mention the Laffer Curve? 
Economist Arthur Laffer’s studies indicated when you raise 
taxes past a certain point, government revenue falls. Most tax 
increases are based upon the assumption that the tax revenue will 
increase as the tax rate increases. This does not work in real life 
because of human behavior. If the government tax rate is zero, 
the government revenue is zero. What happens if the 
government tax rate is 100%? In this case, most people would 
not work and so the revenue again would be zero. This was the 
case in the Massachusetts Bay Colony the first year and led to 
starvation and death during the winter. California has revenue 
now (about $90B.) Laffer postulates that there is a curve that 
connects the two points and the curve has at least one maximum. 
We can argue all day long on where the maximum occurs. Dr. 

Laffer found the maximum was somewhere between 30-40%. _ 
Our. recent outstanding example is golfer Phil Michelson who let 
slip publically that he was thinking of moving from California 
since the tax rate for small businesses here will be 39.4% federal, 
13% state, 12% Social Security, and 3.8% Medicare. That adds 
up to 2 dollars out of every 3 earned for small business. Now for 
your test. What total rate do you think is fair? Do you think 
someone will expand a business and be able to offer you a job at 
this confiscatory tax rate? Did you think about Proposition 30 
effects before you voted? Was Prop 30 going to help or hurt you 
get a job after you graduated? A communist country joke was 
“The government pretends to pay us and we pretend to work.” 
Will that happen here? Think about your vote’s unintended 
consequences by using the critical thinking you learned here.

No extra period was necessary this 
time around, 

After defeating. UC Rivérside by 
nine in overtime on the road last month, 
the Long Beach State men’s basketball 
team (16-9, 12-2 Big West Conference) 
completed the season sweep of the 
Highlanders (5-20, 2-11 Big West) witht 
a 40-point shellacking at the Walter 
Pyramid on Saturday evening. 

The 75-35 victory is LBSU’s third 
straight overall and 25th in a row at 
home over Big West opponents. 

Junior forward Tony Freeland led 
The Beach in scoring and rebounding, 
tallying a game-high 14 points and five 
boards. ; 

James Ennis was a key cog in the 
49er attack once again, as he extended 
his double-digit scoring streak to 30 
games. The senior guard put up 10 in 
the first half alone and finished the 
night with 12 points, four assists, three 
rebounds, three steals and a block. 

‘ The Beach led by 12 the half before, 
outscoring Riverside 44-16 in the sec- 
ond frame. They ended the contest on 
a 22-2 run and outshot the Highland- 
ers 52.9 percent to 23.9 percent on the 
evening. 

LBSU showed off its athleticism 
during the run with an array of high- 
flying finishes at the rim, including a 
60-foot.inbound pass caught by Ennis 
in the midst of his best wide receiver 
impression, which he quickly turned 
into a lob pass that junior forward 
Dan: Jennings threw down with au- 
thority. 

Ennis also got into the open court, 
as he often does, and brought the crowd 
to its feet with a semi-windmill, two- 
handed jam. 

Sophomore guard Mike Caffey, who 
contributed six points, three rebounds 


and an assist, said it was impor- 
tant for the team to keep extend- 
ing its lead and playing tough 
defense after a bit of a slow start. 

“We started off a little flat,” 
Caffey said. “Then we got steals 
and started getting up court. Af- 
ter that we just took off.” 

Caffey also said that the 
team’s improved cohesion has 
led to better defense.
